There is no escaping the British 
efficiency. Here is an island na- 
tion which has no raw materials 
whatever, save an inadequate sup- 
ply of coal. She must buy all 
she uses, bring them in by ship, 
manufacture them, and ship them: 
to the competitive markets of the 
world. 

This she does with great effi- 
ciency. The average U.S. citi- 
zen, who sees a scarcity of Brit- 
ish foods, almost never considers 
the tariff, which is the modern 
dragon badly in need of another 
St. George, insofar as the British 
are concerned.

Another Factor 
There is another factor. The 


dominions, as the industrial age 
progresses, are building up their 
own manufacturing output. They 
do not-need to buy as much as 
they did but a few years ago. 
The net result is that despite the 
American tariffs, which are raised 
when any British item begins to 
move well, the United States is 
Britain’s greatest single market, 
having recently displaced Aus- 
tralia. 

What disturbs Britain most, 
however, is that her percentage 
part in the over-all world increase 
in trade has lagged behind what 
it should be. She presently is 
moving to improve this by be- 
coming a world leader in. pro- 
duction of electronic goods. She 
also is selling atomic reactors 
with some success. But Germany 
again looms as a really formid- 
able compétitor and Japan is be- 
ginning to make herself felt. 

All this explains why the Brit- 
ish turn to trade with Red China. 
It is a practical matter. She must 
trade to live. And if trade with 


the United States is to be cut off 
when any piece of it attains a 
successful market, then she must 
turn to other fields. 

Anyhow, don’t chide the British 
about being inefficient. 

They'd like to show just how

Weekend lottery arrests and begin- 
ning of lottery trials in Federal Court, 
with seven city police among the 26 de- 
fendants, illustrate that the lottery racket 


is under control and that Atlanta and 
Fulton County are cooperating well to 
keep it so. 

This fact, and the beginning of the 
trials, highlights for us the fundamental 
soundness of our municipal and county 
governments and reminds us that while 
there are seven Atlanta police defendants, 
some 993 remain unsmirched. 


It spotlights, too, the fact that our 
city is one heavily on the positive asset 
side of the ledger. 


While embarrassed and handicapped 
by charges against a few of its members, 
the Atlanta police force remains a good 
one. 
by the FBI, which makes no Official 
ratings, as the second best all-around 
force in efficiency in the South. A Texas 
city, whose police are better-paid and 
whose training course is well-financed 
and thus more thorough, was viewed as 
in an unofficial first place. 


As Judge Wood said in his recent 
charge to the present grand jury, we 
need to rebuild confidence and there is 
no reason why we cannot. There is 
much to build on. There always has been 
a sound foundation. 

As for the grand jury, it can help 
greatly in restoring confidence and bring 
an end to the maze of rumors which bor- 
dered on hysteria. It can conduct its in- 
vestigations in an atmosphere of calmness 
and weigh the findings without fear or 
favor and without prejudice or partisan- 
ship. 

It is good that a jury committee has 
been selected to look into gifts to police 
and city officials. Here is a field easily 
distorted. It has been customary, es- 
pecially at Christmas time, for banks, 
business houses and private citizens to 
express their appreciation to traffic offi- 
cers and police for a job well done. Gift 
certificates, actual gifts and checks are 
not unusual. 

Here we have a complex problem 
which really amounts to a matter of per- 
sonal conscience. An officer with com- 
mon sense might unhesitantly accept a 
Christmas gift from a reputable bank, 
business or professional office or even 
from a private citizen. But he would 
refuse any gift from any firm, however 
legally licensed, whose business might 
profit from special protection. It is easy 
to see how the matter of Christmas gifts 
could be used by political partisans to 
discredit recipients. 

Let us have all the necessary investi- 
gations for which there is a valid reason 
—not rumor and innuendo. We can clean 
up and must clean up anything in our 
municipal and county affairs which re- 
quires it. But let us not forget that all 
along we have been and are basically 
a well-managed, great city and county 
with a police force which should rate 
even higher following recent action to 
eliminate weaknesses. 

We have much of which to be proud 
and sure. Atlanta, as we have seen re- 
cently, is in a top place in the nation 
in financial soundness, an indication of 
honest and efficient management. And on 
this foundation, we can, as Judge Wood 
so truly said, proceed to rebuild confli- 
dence. 

We are a great city and community 
and must never forget it!

U.N. Condemns Soviet 
While Hungary Bleeds 


The United States and 35 other 
countries have asked the United Nations 
to act with all speed to end one of the 
great crimes of history, the suppression 
and mutilation of Hungary. In a lengthy 
report, the U.N. Special Committee on the 
Problem of Hungary has come up with 
one of the strongest indictments of the 
Soviet Union to date. 

The document charges the uprising 
was a purely internal affair, that it was 
not planned in advance and expressed 
the urgent desire of the Hungarian peo- 
ple for freedom. The bloodshed which 
followed was a brutal suppression by So- 
viet troops of the dissatisfaction of the 
Hungarian regime with Communist rule 
and their aspirations for independence. 

The suppression still is going on. The 
Soviet puppet premier, Janos Kadar, is 
carrying out persecutions and thousands 
are being shot and imprisoned. Inside 
Hungary the resistance goes on. And in 
Poland the grim struggle never ceases. 

It was fitting that U.N. Delegate John 
Cabot Lodge make his strong statement 
in support of the report. There still is 
ample evidence that the Hungarians 
hoped and expected strong American 
backing in their revolt. Except for a lot 
of breast-beating, it was not forthcoming. 
We have limited the number of refugees 
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from Communist terror and treat those 
we have admitted as “parolees.” 


It is predicted that world opinion fin- 
ally will force the Russians to get out 
of Hungary. Such predictions are based 
on nebulous hopes but the United Na- 
tions has its greatest opportunity to mar- 
shal the overwhelming weight of world 
opinion against a monstrous crime un- 
paralleled in history. If it has no more 
effect than @o deter similar ones else- 
where, it will have served some purpose.

U.S. Family Incomes 
Are Still on the Rise 


The Census Bureau reports in Wash- 
ington Monday that half the nation’s 43 
million families had incomes of more 
than $4,800 in 1956. It represents about 
an 8 per cent increase over 1955. It 
also represents a further decline in the 
number in the lower-income brackets. 

Seven million families—about one- 
fifth of the total—still had incomes of 
$2,000 or less. Unfortunately, the bulk 
of these still are in the South where the 
development of industry has been spec- 
tacular but which still is behind the rest 
of the nation in that field. 

There is still the shadow of inflation 
over this continuing surge of prosperity. 
Yet in spite of it, purchasing power has 
increased at a more rapid rate. But the 
threat is there and must be controlled 
unless the nation wants to run the risk 
of eventual loss of all its economic 
gains. 

Yesterday in Dayton, Ohio, Atlanta’s 
Richard H. Rich, president of the Na- 
tional Retail Dry Goods Assn., predict- 
ed stepped-up production, fatter pay- 
checks and continued inflationary pres- 
sures. This view is shared by most top 
economists. The big problem is to hit a 
balance between production and pay- 
checks—an automatic inflation curb. But 
in June of this year, production was 
down while incomes were up 5.7 per cent 
over last year. 

The American economy has shown in 
recent years, however, that Mr. Rich's 
confidence in our ability to make ad)just- 
ments to meet changing conditions is 
justified.

Atlanta — As president of the 
Northside Civic Assn., I would like 
to present the following facts in 
answer to an editorial published 
Sept. 6 in The Atlanta Constitu- 
tion concerning the proposed Len- 
ox Square Shopping Center. 


The editorial stated that one 
factor overlooked by the public 
about the project was that it was 
located inside the city limits and 
would pay city taxes, while de- 
velopers of such large centers in 
other places are building them 
outside the city limits.

TVA Deserves Fair Shake 
By President and Directors 


A statistic of some importance in American life is that sales of 
electricity in the Tennessee Valley during the 24 years of the Tennes- 
see Valley Autnority’s existence have multiplied 40 times over. In 
this respect the TVA area outran the rest of the United States, for 
the national average was a sevenfold increase since 1933. 


This situation makes it the more 
important that the President 
should act wisely in his selections 
for vacancies on the authority's 
three-man board. There are at 
present two such vacancies, one 
of which appears to be tempo- 
rarily filled by the somewhat re- 
luctant consent of Arnold R. 
Jones, deputy director of the bud- 
get and professor on leave from 
Kansas State College, to take a 
recess appointment. 


Mr. Jones has not been wel- 
comed by Senators and others 


- trom the Tennessee Valley states. 


In his budget post he is said to 
have reflected the Budget Bu- 
reau's “opposition’’ to TVA. Since 
the basic TVA act required that 
“all members of the board shall 
be persons who profess a belief 
in the feasibility and wisdom of 
this act,”’ Mr. Jones might have 
some searchings of conscience. 


None of his critics have at- 


tacked his character. They have 
just wondered if he were the 
most highly qualified man for the 
job proposed for him. 

The recent death of TVA Di- 
rector Raymond R. Paty, a Tru- 
man appointee whose term would 
have expired in May, 1960, gives 
the President a new dilemma. 
One member of the board must 
be a Democrat. A candidate or 
two have been mentioned, but 
none regarded as particularly 
friendly to TVA. 

TVA is now entering a critical 
period of its development. Having 
used up all the major water- 
power resources in its area it has 
turned to steam, which now pro- 
duces two-thirds or more of its 
power. In the midst of this evolu- 
tion TVA certainly deserves some- 
thing more than

WASHINGTON—This is a beautiful country 
in which we live. Even to those of us who have 
been all about it many, many times, and into 
its out-of-the-way recesses, it always is new and fresh. 


Democratic ticket with Warren at 
its head, coupled with a Meyner 
(New Jersey governor) or a Ken- 
nedy (senator from  Massa- 
chusetts) would symbolize the 
very best American ideals and, 
from the practical standpoint, it 
would be unbeatable. 

“Men are often judged by the 
company they keep and some- 
times by who their enemies are. 
Warren is well qualified by either 
method. He deserves serious con- 
sideration for the nation’s highest 
office at a time when a man of 
his ability and philosophy are 
badly needed.”’

We have littered its magnificent 
highways and even in parts of the 
wilderness set apart for our out- 
ings and picnics there are beer 
cans and soft drink bottles strewn 
along the open road. When we 
raise our eyes to enjoy the land- 
scape, our view is shut off by un- 
sightly billboards. 

Our Congress had a chance to 
do something about the billboards 
on the 41,000 miles of new feder- 
al highways that are to be built. 
There were bills before it to bar 
billboards on these highways, 
part of our vast road-building pro- 
gram of the next few years, over 
which Congress has jurisdiction. 

But the House of Representa- 
tives never even gave these bills 
a committee hearing. The Senate 
Public Works Committee, just be- 
fore the recent session ended, 
killed by a 7 to 6 vote a bill from 
which most of the teeth already 
had been extracted by a subcom- 
mittee. 

In a manner of speaking, this 
was one of the big issues before 
Congress—that is, if we do really 
love our land and want to pre- 
Serve it. For the movement to 
keep the billboards off of a big 
section of our highways repre- 
sents a start in restoring to our 
country the beauty it possesses 
but which has been marred by a 
sort of vandalism of which we 
should be ashamed. __. 

But the lobby that was busy to 


keep Congress from banning the 
billboards had no inhibitions or 
restraints. Night and day it was 
active. It included the Outdoor 


Advertising Association of Amer- 


ica, whose 776 members control 
90 per cent of billboard space and 
do a $100 million business a year; 
the Brotherhood of Painters, a 
union which claims. 12,000 skilled 
sign and pictorial painters as 
members, and the Roadside Busi- 
ness Association, which was rep- 
resented here by a former Demo- 
cratic leader of the Senate, Scott 
Lucas of Illinois. 

One hundred million dollars can 
speak with more authority to 
Congress than a hundred and 
more million people. The lobby 
deluged Congress, too, with the 
usual barrage of synthetic tele- 
grams and letters purporting’ to 
represent folks who just couldn’t 
get along without revenue from 
billboards stuck up on their farms 
or painted on their barns. 

There still is an opportunity to 
get something done, for there is a 
second session of the 85th Con- 
gress next year. Bills to outlaw 
the billboards are ready and wait- 
ing. It would seem to behoove 
folks who love this country and 
want to keep it beautiful to get 
after their representatives in 


House and Senate while they are 


in the recess at home and keep 
at them next year.

A _ reporter 
asked him why the guardsmen 
had permitted the U.S. marshal 
to enter with the summons today, 
and Faubus replied: 


“I believe in the court. I be- 
lieve in the law of the land. What 
would be the purpose of my dodg- 
ing around trying to avoid serv- 
ice?” 

The governor, however, would 
not say whether he would appear 
personally in court for the hear- 
ing Sept. 20. 

Faubus repeated he did not feel 
his National Guard action violated 
the U.S. District Court’s desegre- 
gation order. 

“I could have played it safe 
and waited until violence oc- 
curred and then called out the 
Guard,” he said. “‘But I felt that 
wouldn't have been living up to 
my responsibility to maintain 
peace and order in the com- 
munity.”

In addition to teaching school 
to increase the family income, 
the teacher-homemaker is ac- 
tive in operating the family 
farm.
